3,350 northern Illinois taxpayers 
have undelivered refund checks 
waiting for them at the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Any taxpayer who has not yet 
received his refund should call 
or visit his local IRS of f ice as 
soon as- possible, Charles F. 
Miriani; District^ Director 'of 
Internal Revenue for northern 
Illinois, said today. 

The dollar value of the 
undelivered refund checks is 
$800,291.91, for an average 
refund of $239. The most 
common reason for an undeli- 
vered v check, according to 
Miriani, is that the taxpayer has 
moved and left no forwarding 
address with the U.S. Postal 
Service. 

The Director stressed that in 
I all refund inquiries to the. IRS, 
the taxpayer should be pre- 
pared to provide the name and 
address as it appeared on the 
return, the actual name and 
address if different, the social 
security number, and the type 
of form filed,

"Here in Antioch about 20,000 
letters' are mailed without ZIP 
Codes," he said. "You can 
always find the local ZIP Code 



in the telephone book," Barnas 
added. . 

He, noted that 90 percent of 
national mail now. carries ZIP 
Codes, while 84 percent of local 
mail uses ZIP Codes. "We 
clearly need an improvement in 
using local ZIP Codes," he said.

Taxpayers who disagree with 
the Internal Revenue Service 
over small amounts of tax can 
appeal their cases themselves 
with little paperwork and at 
small expense. 

The U^S Tax Court-which is 
hot-part of the IRS and the IRS 
itself each have simple,, 
inexpensive methods by which a 
taxpayer can appeal' when a 
small amount is in dispute. The 
IRS, in its administrative 
appeals . process, does not 
require taxpayers to protest in 
writing : in disputes of tax 
amounts of $2,500 or less. But it ■. 
does ask the taxpayer tot^ 
provide records for items • 
claimed on the tax return so 
that full consideration can be 
given to the law, the facts, and 



the taxpayer's position. The 
taxpayer need not hire someone 
to represent him but may do so 
if he wants. 

The Tax Court similarly has 
had a .Small Tax "Case 
Procedure 'to make it much 
easier for taxpayers to have 
their 'day v in ' court. The 
procedure makes special provi- 
sions for taxpayers who have 
federal income, gift, or estate 
tax disputes involving $1,500 or 
less'. , , : . ■' :' 

Taxpayers who, want to 
petition the Small Tax Case 
Division of the Tax Court need 
only contact the Clerk, U.S. Tax 
Court, Box 70, Washington, D.C. 
20044. He will provide^ instruc- 
tions and necessary copies of 
T;C. Form 2, which the 



taxpayer must . complete' - in 
duplicate and file with both the 
notice of deficiency and a $10 
fee. The 90-day deadline for 
filing this petition cannot be 
extended.
